Resolved, That silver coin and paper 


currency can only be uselul as a circulat- 
ing medium so long as they aro issued in 
such amounts and denominations as is 
convenient for tbe requirements of busi- 
ness, without imposing unnecessarily up- 
on the govern meet for their redemption 
to maintain the parity with gold.

taken ill nine weeks ago in Belvklere, K, 
I., whither he had gone to attend the fu- 
neral of ox-Lieutenant Governor Kerr, an 
old friend. From Belvielere be hurried to 
St. Louis, whore he placed himself under 
tho care .of Dr. Jay no, who accompanied 
him to his home. Dr. Holmes. Dr. Fen- 
ger, anil Dr. Billings were culled in con- 
sultation and an operation wns decided 
on. It was performed by Dr. Holmes 
and Mr. Trumbull, who declined to take 
an opiate, recovered rapidly. He was able 
to bo up nnd about the house till lust Frl> 
day, when his strength failed. On Sut 
urday he was worse and baa continued to 
sink since. He is conscious rtud able to 
converse with his faniily,thongh extreme- 
ly weak. 


Dr. Holmes said Thursday Mr. Trum- 


bujl was afflicted with a disease of the 
liver and a cancer, the latter being tbe 
immediate cause or his present illness. 
Added to this is the extreme age of the 
patient, which precludes all chance of re- 
covery. He is constantly under the cnro 
of a physician, his brother-in-law, Dr. 
•Tnyne, living in the house and Dr. Holmes 
attending him during tbe night. His 
present illness is almost_ the first Mr. 
Trumbnll has known for forty years and 
the doctors attribute his repeated rallying 
from apparently fatal fainting spells to 
his remarkable vitality. 


Mr. Trnmbnll wns born in Cortcbes- 


ter, Conn., in 1818. Ho studied law in 
the south, and in 1837 moved to Belle- 
ville. He was elected to tho supreme 
court of the state in 1834, but resigned to 
attend to his law business. In 1854 he 
was elected to congress, but before he took 
his seat was chosen senator, in which 
office ho served for eighteen years. Since 
1873 he has made his homo in this city.

ALL OUT OF JAIL. 


Indications of it Compromise Cu the Salva- 


tion A riny Difficulty—Indignation 


Meotirg. 


The members of the Salvation Army 


who were arrested Thursday evening on 
executions for non-payniontof dollar lines 
imposed three weeks ago in Justice Fed- 
decord's court for obstructing the side- 
walks by holding meetings, were released 
from custody lust evening pending a con- 
ference to be had with Marshal Mason, 
Attorney Hutchison and Judge Vail as 
to what ought to be done to adjust the 
difficulty. 
It is the purpose of the par- 


ties to roach a compromise in the case by 
assigning to the army a certain place 
where open air meetings can be held. I* 
ia said that this arrangement will be per- 
fectly satisfactory to Captain Stoneking. 
It is what she bus wanted all along. Ac- 
cordingly the members of the army who 
huve been convicted under the ordinance 
will remain at liberty ijtitil a settlement 
is reached. The street evangelists got out 
of jail in a body just as the Indignation 
meeting which had been in progress for 
several hours came to a close. 


What Citizens Did. 


Yesterday afternoon a movement was 


started to lend assistance to the Salvation 
Army, some of the members of which 
bave been in jail. A meeting was held in 
the office of Suffern & Hunt in the Fen- 
ton block. Letters were sent' out to a 
number of the business men of the city 
asking them to be present at the meeting. 
Among those who were iu attendance 
were Rev. W. H. Penhallegon, Rev. A.W. 
Hawkins, Rev. D. H. MacGregor, Rev. 
Clokey, Dr. R. L. Walston, A. W. Conk- 
lin, D. A. Strader, Alderman Montgom- 
ery, Robert I. Hunt, Dr. H. C. Jones, At- 
torney Webber, Dr.Hosklos, W. H. Davis, 
S. S. Jack, Attorney Corley, W. L. Du- 
mont and others. 


Dr Walston was chosen as chairman of 


the meeting and W. H. Davis as secre- 
tary. The matter of the arrest of the Sal- 
vation Army was discussed and it was de- 
cided that gome effort should be made to get 
the members of the'army out of jail, and 
it was suggested that the best way would 
be to institute habeas corpus proceedings. 
The whole matter was turned over to a 
committee of five composed of W. H. Suff- 
ren, Attorney Wenber, D. C. Corley, S . 
S Jack and Dr. Jones. 


Dr. Walstou said that before adjourning 


IB wanted to express himself on the sub- 
ject. He said that he was ashamed of the 
city of Decatur for having persecuted, op- 
pressed and prosecuted the Salvation Ar- 
my. He didn't think that there was a 
rational man in the city who did not 
know that tbe army was here for the bet- 
terment of the mankind. He said that 
he thought it was a God send to the city 
and related cases where ho had known of 
tbe army doing much good. He didn't 
see how anyone could live in Decatur for 
ten years and not know that a good work 
iad been done. H* thought that there 
must be some spite work somewhere, that 
the action which had been taken against 
tbe army was small and contemptible. 
Every other city welcomed the army. 
They were not looked upon as a nuisance 
out the city were glad to see them. It 
was only Decatur that did not like them. 
The doctor said that he wanted to put 
himself on record in the matter. 


The doctor made quite a spirited speech 


after which the matter of finances wag 
discussed. Tbe committee was Instruct- 
ed to make a canvass to secure money. 
A. W. Conklin arose aud said that be 
ihought some money ought to be raised 
at once so that there would be something 
to start with and asked that ho be put 
down for $5. Several others at once 
promised the same amount. The meeting 
then adjourned subject to meet at the cull 
of the committee. 


The gentlemen who were present seem- 


ed to be quite enthusiastic on the matter. 
They were ready to assist the Salvation 
Army in getting out of jail and also in 
help in a financial way. 


Politico! Bolts. 


Thursday, June 18, 1896, marks the 


date of the first bolt that ever took place 
in a national Republican convention. 


There was a split in 18U4, hut It caused 


no result upon the election. In the year 
named a small, but active, minority of 
the Republican party complained of Lin- 
coln's conservatism, and an attempt was 
made to forestall the action of tbe Balti- 
more convention by calling a convention 
in Cleveland, which met on May 31. It 
contained about 850 persons, General 
John Coehrane being made president. 
General John C. Fremont was nominated 
for president by acclamation, and Gen- 
eral Coehrane—with a few dissenting 
votes—for vice president. On September 
31 both gentlemen withdrew their accept- 
ance of the nominations. 


The greatest bolt ever known In the po 


liticnl history of this country was in the 
Democratic convention at Charleston, S. 
C., In 1860. 


All of tbe norttern Democrats wajked 


out, and, forming a separate convention 
named Stephen A. Douglass for president 
and John C. Breefeinridge of Kentucky, 
tor vice president. 


The southern Democrats named Bell 


and Everett, and all were defeated^ by 
Lincoln and Hnmlin. 


There was a split of the Republicans In 


1873, when Greeley was nominated by 
tbe liberal Republicans, and Indorsed by 
the Democrats. He was beaten by Gen- 
eral Grant.

A. Great Battle Bat-waen Spanish 


Troops and Insurgents. 


THE NATIONAL GAME. 


BOTH SIDES CLAWING TEE VICTORY. 


The Weight of Testimony Going to 


Show that the Spanish Army was 


Saved from Annihilation by Time- 


ly Arrival of Reinforcements. 


HAVANA, June 17, via Tampa, Pla., 


Juno 20.—The event of tliu neek has 
been Gomez' bplendid victory at Na- 
jasa, Puerto Principe. 
The deiails 


thus far ui-e meagre, the bes,t report 
received here up to the present tiuiq 
being- from the correspondent of La. 
Discussion, which is regarded as tlie 
best informed independent paper in 
Havj.ua. He says that Gen. .I inline 
Cabtellauos left Puerto 1'riucipe on the 
8th instant with 2,1H men, M^ horse 
and tive mounted pieces of artillery 
On the Slth they encamped at a catti 
ranch called Saratoga, where about 4 
p. ttij the attack commenced by E 
charge of 1,000 rebel cavalrymen witl 
machetes. From that moment unti 
the morning' of the llth the insurgents 
continued hurrassing the troops, kill 
ing anil wounding many. 


The btory of Oen. Castellu/nos, who 


commanded the Spaniards, is that the 
Cuban charges were repelled either by 
artillery fire or by forming1 hollow 
quareb, which the Spaniards con- 
sider unbreakable. Still CastL-ll 
confesses that there were momjeuts of 
jreat, danger, and only by displaying 
the greatest valor could the Spaniards 
succeed in repelling the attacks of the 
enemy. He admits that the number 
of wounded Spanish troops obliged 
lim to erect his camp hospital in the 
form house of the ranch, a brick struc- 
ture, which was so riddled with bul- 
ets that some of the wounded men 
were struck after being placeJ inside. 


Cas.tellanos> also ackuonledges that 


Jen. Godoy's arrival was very oppor- 
tune, since the 42 hours' fighting had 
exhausted his troops, lu view ot the 
oss inflicted on the forces, Generals 
iodoy and Castellanos decided to re- 
,urn to the city without pursuing the 
enemy, who had already inaugurated 
'iheir retreat on Godoy's approach. 


Varela, the La Discussion's corre- 


spondent, also states that the Spanish 
roops fired 50,000 cartridges and' 30 
hells and the rebels -5,000. He figures 
he rebel losses 400 to 500 and the 
Spanish forces 35, ot whom only four 
were killed and the rest wounded, in- 
iuding two officers.

vhich is borne out by the official re- 
jort.

ng1 their positions simultaneously o a 
11 sides. Taken unawares and eom- 
letely surrounded, all they could do 
as to defend themselves from the 
ontinued cnarges, which, with mar- 
elloua military precision, were kept 
p night and day, without 'affording 
lie Spaniards a moment's rest. 
Thanks to Gen. Godoy's.timely ar- 
ival with 2,300 men, Castellauos was 
aved from complete defeat. It is said 
iiat if Godoy had delayed his march 
ix hours longer Castellanos must have 
urendered, as he was already too 
weak to.stand fighting much longer, 
'he total losses on both sides have not 
ecu ascertained yet. It is only known 
hat the Spanish brought with them 
50 wounded from the field of action, 
nd if any were left behind they are 
nknown. Report has it that the to- 
;al Spanish loss in killed, missing and 
vounded is over a thousand. Thesan- 
tary condition, of the island is getting 
vorse every day.

gTHSt Belmoat Before the Committee- 


He Kef uses to Answer Cer- 


tain Questions. 


NEW YORK, June 20.—At the Hoff-

tates senate bond investigation com- 
littee yesterday, August Belmont was 
xamined. In response to question- 
ri £ fcy Senator Vest, he said his first 
ffieial connection with a government 
oan was on the night of January 29 
r 30, 1895, when Assistant Secretary 
)urtis called at his house in this city. 
'rior to that, on January 2.">, he had 
fone to Washington and called on Mr. 
arlisle, with the object of impressing 


upon him the seriousness of the finan- 
ial situation. He made no sugges- 
ions to Mr. Carlisle about issuing 
Jnited States bonds, but volunteered 
o ascertain for him the state of feei- 
ng in Europe. It was not necessary, 
Mr. Belmont said, to suggest to the 
ecretary of the treasury that bonds 
hould be sold. The question was 
vhether bonds could be sold. 


Later, in this city, the witness said, 


he himself, Mr. Morgan and Mr. Cur- 
is held a conference, as a result of 
vhich Mr. Morgan #,nd the witness 
appealed to their London correspond- 
ents to make a bid.

*Yhen the bonds were received and the 
•old turned over to the treasury, the 
bonds became the property of the 
ivitness and his associates, and it was 
the business of the committee to learn 
what they were sold at. Mr. BeUnont 
also declined to tell to whom he had 
sold the bonds; whether he was inter- 
ested in the last 8100,000,000 issue, and 
whether or not lie was approached by 
anyone with respsct to this $100,000,- 
000 issue or in behalf of the Graves 
jonds. He said, however, that he had 
nothing, to do with the negotiations 
'or them. • 


Mr. Stetson was then examined. He
